WASHINGTON (AP) - Presi­ 
dent Johnson called on the na­ 
tion today for “a measure of 
sacrifice”—hither taxes, higher 
postal rates, higher paycheck 
deductions—to help finance his­ 
tory’s biggest budget.

$135-billion 
spending blueprint for fiscal 
1968, the year starting next July 
1. the President sent a hands-cff 
warning to Congress members 
who are grumbling loudly at 
rising deficits. 


Deep budget cuts could cause 
• recession instead of the ex­ 


pected seventh successive year 
of record prosperity, Johnson's 
annual budget message said. 


He told Capitol Hill: “The 
economy, the budget, and the 
aims of our society would be 
jeopardized by either a larger 
tax increase than my proposed 6 
per cent income tax surcharge, 
or by large slashes in military 
or civilian programs. 


“I have reviewed these pro* 
gram s 
carefully. 
Waste 
and 
nonessentials have been 
cut 
out,*' he said. 


Imprint Of Vietnam 


The budget bears what John- 
son called “the deep imprint” of 
Vietnam. Acknowledging that 
t'.ie war is beginning t3 pinch, 
Johnson asked $19.4 billion for 
Vietnam alone in this y e a r’s 
expanded 
S67-billicn 
defense 
Department budget and $21.9 
billion in the $72.3-biliion De­ 
fense Department budget for 


fiscal 3969. Roughly another 
$500 million in each year would 
be spent for economic aid in 
Vietnam through the agency for 
international development. 


The President* requested $375 
million tor start of production cf 
the Nike X antaballistic missile 
defense "for such purposes as 
defense of our offensive weapon 
systems,” pending arms limita­ 
tion talks with the Soviet Union. 


The deployment of the de­ 
fenses—«which could cost up to 
$40 billion—will be deferred, 
Johnson said. 


But he added in the event dis­ 
cussion with Moscow “prove 
unsuccessful, we will reconsider 
our deployment decision.” 
“Sacrifice” 


The 
“sacrifice” 
asked 
by 
Johnson includes the 6 per cent 
surcharge on corporation and 
most personal income proposed 
in his State of the Union address 


—and widely criticized in Con­ 
gress—as well as a further 
speedup in corporation tax pay­ 
ments and more -‘user taxes” 
on transportation. 
Successive 
stepups in Social Security taxes 
in 1968 and 1696 would be re­ 
quired to pay for the benefit 
increases Johnson proposed to 
Congress Monday. 


Johnson's revised budget for 
1967 shows a $9.7 billion federal 
deficit, the second biggest since 
World War II. It was exceeded 
in "peacetime” only by Presi­ 
dent Dwight D. Eisenhower’s 
$12.4 billion of red ink in 1959. 


Comparisons in billions of the 
revised 19G7 budget and the pro­ 
posed 1988 budget: 
spending 
$126.7 and $135.03: receipts $117 
and $126.9,* deficit $9.7 and $8.1. 


Few Surprises 


The budget carried few sur­ 
prises, although it called for 
“an unmanned landing on Mars 


in 1973 and early-stage con­ 
struction of a third nuclear air­ 
craft carrier. 


Keeping his pledge of no-re- 
treat on his "Great Society’* 
programs of education, welfare 
and housing, Johnson called for 
“a modest increase in domestic 
expenditures." 


Among the. biggest, in spend­ 
ing terms, were $135 million to 
extend Project Head Start into 
the elementary grades with fol­ 
io wup work, $160 million to help 
create jobs for slum youths and 
adults, and $150 million for the 
"model cities” slum-eradication 
program.

Cat Space Outlay 


—Space outlays be cut $300 
million, to $5.3 billion, without 
delaying the effort to place a 
man on the moon by 1969. 


—The decision to build a su­ 
personic airliner, with Uncle 
Sam footing nine-tenths of an 
estimated $4-billion bill, be de­ 
layed further while design w ork 
goes ahead. A $450 million al­ 
lowance for contingencies would 
cover the starting costs, John­ 
son said, "should an affirmative 
decision be made to proceed.” 
—A prospective $618-million 
postal deficit be erased by mail 
rate increases totaling $700 mil­ 
lion. The proposed new rates 
and dr.sses of mail affected 
were not spelled out. 


—Up to $5.75 billion of govern­ 
ment-held assets be sold to in­ 
vestors. Republicans have at­ 
tacked the asset sales as "budg­ 
et gimmickry.” 


To indulge in heavy-handed 
budget cutting, the president 
warned Congress, "could de­ 
press economic activity, reduce 
the incomes of individuals and 


Compromise Expected On 
Social Security Raise 


WASHINGTON CAP) - Con- 
gress starts work in three weeks 
on a Social Security bill, appar­ 
ently in a mood to increase ben­ 
efits but divided as to whether 
President Johnson's proposal is 
too costly. 


Johnson's message Monday 
recommended benefit increases 
of 15 to 59 pei cent. But these 
would be financed by several 
major increases in the payroll 
tax so thau by 1974 some earners 
would be paying $599.40 a year, 
more than twice the present 
maximum. 


Republicans have already in­ 
troduced legislation calling for 
an 8 per cent increase in bene­ 
fits and automatic future in­ 
creases if living costs rise ap­ 
preciably. They said such an 
improvement could be financed 
out of Surpluses being produced 
by the existing tax and that a 
payroll livy increase would not 
be needed.

Brazil Floods 
Fatal To ISO 


RIO DE JANEIRO. Brazil 
(AP> — About 150 bodies have 
been recovered following disas­ 
trous floods around Rio de Jan­ 
eiro, and one police estimate 
said as many as 500 may have 
died. 


With hundreds reported miss­ 
ing, rescue workers combed 
through mud and debris. No 
exact casualty figures were 
available. 


Torrential rains Sunday night 
fed the raging waters and set 
off landslides ¡which swept one 
crowded bus off a highway into 
the swollen Paraiba River 33 
miles west of Rio and buried 
another under mud and rocks. 
Fifty bodies were recovered. 


A construction camp in the 
same area was engulfed by a 
tributary of the Paraiba. At 
least 300 persons were reported 
living in the area before the 
floods hits. 


Luiz Eduardo Braga, who es­ 
caped through a rear window of 
a bus before it was buried in a 
landslide, said: "I tried to con­ 
vince the others to get out of the 
bus after I left. It was fruitless. 
After I rat. away from the bus, 
the mud came down and cov­ 
ered it.” 


Rep. John W. Byrnes, R-Wis., 
senior minority member of the 
Ways and Means Committee, 
said the Republican bill he in­ 
troduced “is the basis we start 
from.”

Letter Mail To 
Jump A Penny 


WASHINGTON (AP) - It will 
cost you an extra penny to mail 
a first class or air mail letter if 
Congress approves postal rate 
hikes asked today by President 
Johnson. 


The $700 million raise pro­ 
posed in his 1968 budget would 
include all classes of mail ex­ 
cept parcel post. Postal officials 
say increases for second and 
third class mail, not yet in final 
form, probably will be between 
20 and 30 per cent. 


The increase on first class 
amounts to 20 per cent—from 
five to six cents. Air mail would 
go to 9 cents. 


The Post Office Department's 
proposed budget Is nearly $6.7 
billion. The department started 
out with $5.8 billion this year, 
but will ask about $400 million 
more from Congress to cover a 
$162 million postal pay raise 
and the cost of unsnarling last 
autumn's postal logjam. 


If the rate increase is ap­ 
proved by Congress—and postal 
officials say it faces a tough 
fight—the higher rates on first 
class and air mail, worth $500 
million, would become effective 
July 1. Second class and bulk 
rate third class rates would go 
up Jan. 1, 1968.

NEW ORLEANS, La. (AP) - 
Republicans learned today that 
the $60-million pot of gold Con­ 
gress voted to pay for future 
presidential campaigns may be

Scribner said the GOP would 
be faced with the necessity of 
raising about $4 million to get 
its campaign started, since it 
gets no money in advance but is 
reimbursed only for actual cam­ 
paign expenditures. He noted 
that these reimbursements do 
not take effect until after Sept. 
1 1968. 


"It’s going to be difficult to 
raise that kind of mon^y be­ 
cause a lot of people who check 
off a $1 contribution on their 
income tax return—to be divid­ 
ed by both parties—are going to 
feel they have made their politi­ 
cal contribution.”

WASHINGTON (AP) — In 
academic circles the Supreme 
Court’s junking of New York 
State's teacher loyalty program 
will be considered a ringing de­ 
claration of academic freedom. 


Monday’s decision undoubted­ 
ly will ring bells in liberal cir­ 
cles across the land. 


But so complete was the high 
court’s dismembering of the 
program known as the Feinberg 
law it is questionable if any loy­ 
alty program of similar propor­ 
tions anywhere in the country 
can now pass high court muster. 


New York State, said Justice 
William J. Brennan Jr. in the 
majority opinion, undoubtedly 
has a legitimate interest in pro­ 
tecting its education system 
from subversion. 


But, he said, New York — and 
by implication all states — can­ 
not carry out that purpose at 
the expense of fundamental per­ 
sonal liberties "when the end 
can 
be 
more 
narrowly 
achieved.” 


Nowhere did Brennan suggest 
how states could do this and not 
violate First Amendment rights 
of freedom of association and 
freedom of belief. 


Thus states may find it wholly 
impossible to balance the Con­ 
stitution with their interests in 
erecting a loyalty program for 
state employees. They may nev­ 
er be able, as Justice Tom C. 
Clark said in dissent, to “put 
the pieces together again.” 
Maryland’s loyalty oath is 
still in the high court hopper 
and some clue may be forth­ 


coming when the justices net 
later this term. 


In Maryland applicants for 
state government jobs and can­ 
didates for public office must 
swear they are not attempting 
to overthrow the state govern­ 
ment "by force or violence.” 


Prospects for continuance on 
the Maryland program are now 
questionable. 


Monday's 5-4 decision carries 
forward the Supreme Court 
trend of recent years of slap­ 
ping down state loyalty oaths 
and state subversive investiga­ 
tions. 


WASHINGTON (AP) — Presi­ 
dent Johnson proposed today to 
spend 84.8 billion on nonmilitary 
foreign affairs items in fiscal 
1968, an increase of about $200 
million over this year. 


An undisclosed total of more 
than $1 billion is recommended 
for arms aid.

Baker Offers: 
Take Lie Test 


WASHINGTON (AP) — Bob- 
by Baker, offering to take a lie 
detector test, neared the end 
today of cross-examination in 
his federal court trial. 


The former secretary to Sen­ 
ate Democrats denied he pock­ 
eted $80,000 in campaign con­ 
tributions intended for senators 
or that he evaded some $22,000 
in income taxes in 1961 and 1962. 


He is charged with income tax 
evasion, larceny and conspira­ 
cy. 


His account is that he turned 
campaign funds over to the late 
Sen.

In the Crj'stal Falls, I r o n 
C!t>unty, Dickinson and Menom­ 
inee areas, deer are yarded 
more t%htly than any year 
since 1962 — the last rea»I bad 
winter. 


'This is shaping up as a 
somewhat sumilar winter.” said 
Dave Arnold, State Conserva­ 
tion Department game biologist. 


We’re watchmg the situation 
with fingers crossed.” 


Tempei*atures in the Upper 
Peninsula last week dropped as 
low as 18 degrees belou' zero. 
Although temperatures r o s e 
latCT in the week, this will not 
affect the snow dep^. 


Deer still were able to range 
out for food in the northern 
Lower Peninsula, except in the 
Gaylord district.

the world’s best known objects. 
People come by the thousands 
to kiss it. which is something of 
a gymnastic trick. 
In 1805, a book ‘‘Stranger in Ire­ 
land,” carried this note: 


“About four mUes befbre we 
reached Oork on our left, my 
fair companion du voyage poin­ 
ted out Blarney Castle with its 
turret.
